and English departments. 

Phase three will provide 
space for a theatre and 
another addition to the 
Clearihue building, the 
president said. He gave no 
indication of total expansion 
costs.

Doubletalk claim in Wild Honey case 


The provincial attorney- 
general has been "speaking 
out of both sides of his 
mouth," Victoria county court 
was told this week 

The case before Judge M. L. 
Drake was an appeal against 
the conviction of former 
Coronet Theatre manager 
Frank Sannor who was 
charged with presenting an 
"obscene entertainment" by 
showing the California-made 
film Wild Honey. 

The film was seized by 
Victoria police Aug. 16. 1972. 
Sannor was tried before 
Victoria provincial Judge 
William Ostler and convicted 
March 22,1973. He was given a 


suspended sentence and six 
months’ probation. 

Drake has reserved 
judgment on the appeal. 

Defence lawyer Dermod 
Owen-Flood told the court the 
film was approved by B.C. 
Film Classification Director 
Ray McDonald who was 
appointed under the 
provincial Motion Pictures 
Act. 

The act is administered by 
the attorney-general who also 
appoints prosecutors, said 
Owen-Flood. 

After McDonald had cut 25 
feet from the movie, classified 
it as restricted entertainment 
and issued a warning that it is 
"completely concerned with

sex," Sannor showed it 
"believing it is all right, 
believing that it is all 
lawfulhe said. 

Then he was charged under 
the Criminal Code, a federal 
act, although it had been 
shown in compliance with 
provincial law. Flood said. 

"It is much to be criticized 
that the attorney-general's 
department authorizes the 
showing of the film and then 
prosecutes,’’ said Owen- 
Flood. "The left hand and the 
right hand are engaged in 
different activities." 

Prosecutor Brian Smith 


argued it is irrelevant that 
McDonald had approved the 
film for public viewing and 
Sannor, who had described it 
as a "skin flick," was 
responsible for anything 
shown in the theatre. 

Sannor testified he had no 
share in the ownership of the 
theatre and had no say in the 
decision to show the film. 

He told the court the film 
was not shown untila permit, 
issued and signed by Mc¬ 
Donald, had been received, 
and it ran for five days in 
accordance with all 
regulations 


It was viewed by 1,300 
"elderly people, students and 
young married couples,” he 
said, and no one complained. 

McDonald also testified no 
one had complained of the 
film to his office. 

Two defence witnesses, 
called as experts on 
’‘Canadian community 
standards,” testified the film 
could not be considered 
"obscene.” 

"I see nothing in the film 
which would offend the 
majority of people." said local 
psychiatrist Charles Gregory, 


adding that standards which 
were not acceptable in 1955 
would be more readily ac¬ 
cepted today. 

Gregory said exposure to 
pornography “doesn’t 
produce any harm" and films 
such as Wild Honey have some 
"therapeutic value." 

Rev Desmond Kimmett, 
from West Vancouver, said. 
"In terms of Canadian 
standards, as I see them from 
my position in our society. I 
wouldn’t say it’s obscene." 

In summation, Smith said 
the judge has the "unenviable 
job of deciding how much 


Canadians will tolerate and 
whether or not the movie was 
nothing more than the "un¬ 
due" exploitation of sex 

Scenes of intercourse, 
masturbation. cunnilingus, 
sexual cruelty and "all sorts 
of sexual promiscuity" point 
to only one conclusion — that 
the film unduly exploits sex. 
Smith said. 

Owen-Flood argued the 
judge does not have the power 
to assess Canadian com¬ 
munity standards of tolerance 
and the court's decision on 
what is acceptable must be 
based on evidence presented 
by Crown witnesses. 

The only evidence presented 
by the Crown was the film 
itself. No witnesses testified 


for the prosecution on 
Canadian standards, he said. 

Owen-Flood also said public 
tolerance varies in different 
parts of the country. Wild 
Honey was approved in 
Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and B.C., he 
said. 

It was not submitted for 
classification in Alberta and 
wasn't approved in the 
Maritime provinces. Owen- 
Flood said

"Welcome back to the wide open spaces," writes a 
benevolent reader "You are living proof that they can take the 
boy from the country, but they can't take the country from the 
boy.” 

Well, it's true that I keep going back, like an oldboomerang. 
to a rural setting. But it would be false pretences to say that I'm 
a genuine country boy. Oh, I don't regret that first move we 
made from the city. There's hardly a day, in fact, that I don't 
marvel at the impulse that brought it about. Some mornings I 
feel a kind of smug contentment amidst this sweet silence and 
blessed peace. Some mornings, especially now in the spring. I 
give a whoop of joy Some mornings I look out the window and 
shout, Hurray! Hurray! I really do. 

But the truth must be faced. I’m a fair-weather hick. When 
the weather turns foul, as it just happens to have turned this 
morning, the good green acres outside my window do nothing for 
me. I ache to be in the pack in the bright, wet streets of the town. 
I’m suddenly bored with nature’s gentle colors and crave a shot 


of garish neon. The part of me that I renounced, the city part, 
begins to boil and bubble. I contrive elaborate excuses to Go In, 
as we refer to it out here. ("Are you going in?" "Yes, I’m going 
in Tuesday.") I feel a clown and a fraud in my blue denim, like a 
man uncomfortable at a masquerade, and pine for my city 
uniform. 

* So this is that kind of morning. I am thinking of the down¬ 
town Victoria streets at lunch-time with the hurrying, pur¬ 
poseful crowds under their shining black umbrellas or some 
bare-headed, ducking into shop doorways, the cars all going by 
with swishing tires, the signals changing and everything 
meshing and the lights on in the high towers against the dark 
crepe paper sky. 

Cities seem happiest in the worst of weather. Yes, perhaps 
that's it. It is true of all that I have lived in — Buenos Aires and 
London, Toronto, Vancouver, Victoria and the rest. The worst 
miseries of the elements somehow seem a lark when they are 
shared by many. You are in a restaurant, say, where people 


burst in from the torrents of the streets, shaking the rain from 
their shoulders, pleased to be in this bright, noisy place, and, 
sometimes, catching some stranger’s eye, grinning. 

Even in the winter mornings, still night-dark with the slow 
dawn, the human loads in the big buses creeping in upon the 
cities register their highest voltage of camaraderie when the 
weather is foulest. On a sunny summer morning people stare out 
with sightless eyes, still not quite awake, not quite ready for the 
new day. Byt let it ^our or snow. Thenjou hear the friendly 
babble of small talk and the commuters are turned inward to 
each other, perhaps seeking warmth. 

Through the bus windows the city looks alive, brave, gay. 
The tireless lights run around the theatre marquees. The 
merchandise sits dry and inviting behind the great windows. 
The many-colored, festive neon gleams in reflection from the 
wet pavemerft. It never seems more beautiful than then. 

That’s where the genuine country boy differs from those of 
us who are transplants.

Nothing so regularly stirs the public emotion as a wildcat 
strike. 

It matters little what the issues are, or even the degree of 
ihconvenience which may arise. It is the fact that the strike is 
illegal which brings emotions to a boil. 

Newspapers fulminate editorially, saying it will all lead to 
anarchy. (It never does, of course.) 

The reaction, unfortunately, is a simplistic view, not just of 
labor relations, but of life generally. If it’s legal, it’s okay. If it 
isn’t, well then it’s just simply terrible. 

Law and order are, of course, very fine — as far as they go. 
The problem is that no law can envisage all human cir¬ 
cumstances and no law can take into account individual morals, 
ethics and consciences. Order is not the natural condition of 
mankind. Social progress has been made not so much 
(especially initially) by law and order as by brave people 
challenging both the law and the order to bring about a better 
condition of life. 

In the last centu%\ for example, trade unions were illegal. 
They were criminal conspiracies. People who joined unions, in 
some cases, were actually deported from England to Australia. 
A lesser punishment was jail. But because people went right on 
and joined unions, and because this defiance of the law brought 
on pressure for changes in the law, the law was changed — 
because the order was disturbed and the law was defied. 

It is not too widely known, for example, that the defiance of

But it was 
unworkable because it was being defied and boycotted by some 
unions. 

The basic reason behind defiance of the law, apart from 
what the participants see as a burning critical issue which must 
be solved immediately, lies in the nature of the property 
relationship, between those who own (or manage for those who 
do own) the places of work, and those who are engaged. To do 
the work there. It is more of a master-servant relationship than 
an equal partnership. 

It is easy for employers to talk about the sanctity of con¬ 
tracts because, as the socialist writer G. D. H. Cole once ob¬ 
served, they are seldom under any inducement to break them. 
But workers sometimes have to choose between breaking faith 
with their fellow workers or breaking their contracts and in such 
conditions "workmen cannot be expected to keep their con¬ 
tracts. Indeed, they would be wrong to do so, if it is in their 
power to resist." 

Wildcat action is seen as the only effective response and 
moral censure from people whose everyday occupations do not 
confront them with such predicaments is imappropriate, 
another author has noted. 

The great civil rights crusades in the 1960s, for example, 
often broke the law to draw attention to their cause. Who will 
remember Martin Luther King as a lawbreaker? No one. 

But perhaps some will remember that it was Adolf Eich- 
mann who defended himself by saying he was only obeying the 
law.

Kenneth Showers told city 
aldermen this week he has 
received a “positive 
response" from Canadian 
Pacific to the proposed 
operation of a three-coach 
excursion train on the 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
track. 

He said his company, which 
has been operating its veteran 
"CMnonball" service on the 
CNmght-of-way from Colwood 
for the past two summers, 
'“tames to run two round trips 
from the city to Shawnigan 


Lake on Sundays, one 
departure at 9 a.m. and the 
other at 2 p.m. 

The city station, together 
with a store selling railway 
souvenirs, would be ac¬ 
commodated in a caboose 
sited on the northeast corner 
of the Johnson Street Bridge 
approach, he said. 

Showers received en¬ 
thusiastic support from the 
city’s transportation planning 
committee, after he explained 
that city approval of the ex¬ 
cursion program is required 
before Canadian Pacific will 
discuss the matter further. 

Committee chairman Aid. 
Sam Bawlf expressed the 
hope that the trips could run 
on other days beside Sundays, 
and Aid. Alf Hood said he was 
"delighted" at the idea as he 
has enjoyed many rail trips 


over the scenic Malahat route 
as a child. 

Showers said if his 
negotiations with Canadian 
Pacific are successful, Vic¬ 
toria Pacific will abandon its 
present CN route, as CN 
wanted to terminate the 
arrangement in any case.

B.C. Forest Products Ltd. 
has been winning safety 
awards by hiding statistics 
and putting its “walking 
wounded" to work in the first- 
aid room, IWA business agent 
A1 Carle charged this week. 

The practice has been 
condemned by the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board, which 
will investigate reports of 
such abuses and take ap¬ 
propriate action with guilty 
employers, Carle said. 

He said the issue was raised 
at a recent WCB seminar. 

"It was made abundantly 
clear by WCB officials there 
that abuses such as employers 
representatives persuading or 
coercing the convalescent 
worker to accept "selective 
employment" for which he is 
not ready, or which is not 
productive, in order to hide 
accident statistics, is con¬ 
demned by the WCB,” said 
Carl. 

B.C. Forest Products 
sawmill plant manager 
Walter Nelson said some 
injured workmen are placed 
on light duties and would not 
show up in statistics on time 
lost due to accidents. 

But he would not comment 
on the IWA accusations. 

"The union is not working 
with us on this safety part of it 
and T don’t want to comment 
at all," said Nelson. 

"We use selective em¬ 
ployment and the doctors are 
happy in every case," said 
Nelson. “In every case the 
doctor is consulted before the 
man goes into selected em¬ 
ployment, before we consider 
it. There is no way this is a 
detriment to a safety 
program." 

Carle said B.C. Forest 
Products often has two or 
three people at a time working 
in the first-aid room. 

“They might just be 
counting paper clips or 
bandaids, ” said Carle. "There 
certainly can’t be work for 
three people in a first-aid 
room in a company which 
claims to have been accident- 
free.”

Victoria is expressing 
concern to the provincial 
government over the 
“massive program" of 
government office develop¬ 
ment in the city, and its 
possible impact on the city’s 
economy, servicing capacity 
and general environment. 

In a letter to Premier 
Barrett and the provincial 
cabinet. Mayor Peter Pollen 
notes this program of 
providing new office ac¬ 
commodation foi government 
employees represents more

area. 

The city, he says, has to 
service these projects with 
sewers, water and tran¬ 
sportation facilities from a 
grant in liew of taxes "which 
is a pittance by comparison to 
the burden that other property 
owners must bear as 
reasonable charges for 
similar development." 

The mayor says the office 
expansion Will inevitably 
displace a large volume of 
"high tax revenue producing 
projects” developed by the 
private sector 

"Secondly, there is the 
question of general economic 
conditions including the 
possible inflationary effect of 
such a massive program on 
the region's limited con¬ 
struction capacity, with 
possibly serious implications 
for private development 
initiative, especially in the 
housing field " 

Pollen says the city can’t 
endorse the government 
program until such concerns 
have been eliminated in a 
clearly enunciated policy.

“This is a bill to give the 
federal government authority

Drafted as an amendment 
to the Combines Investigation 
Act, the bill would replace the 
existing trade practices 
commission with a more 
powerful commission. 


Cabinet would proceed 
under the new regulations 
only when an agency, such as 
the food prices review board, 
made a complaint. The 
cabinet would then decide if a 
large number of Canadians 
would be affected by a price 
increase. If so, the cabinet 
would invoke the bill’s 
restrictions. 

These would permit the 
government to set a base price 
for the abides concerned, 
decide whether any 
distributors should be exempt, 
determine a gross profit 


margin that could not be 
exceeded, and force anyone 
dealing in a product being 
questioned to give the 
government 30 days’ notice 
before raising prices above 
the base price. 

The profiteering bill was 
presented just as the federal 
finance department warned in 
its annual economic review 
that the worst of inflation is 
yet to come. 

The review said a general 
round of price increases in 
basic commodities has 
created the basis for sharp 


consumer price hikes. Oil 
prices were cited as the major 
factor. 

It blamed inflation on 
developments outside Canada 
and noted that wage-earners 
suffered the most. Sharp 
increases in prices of many 
primary commodities, such as 
food, metals and fibres, oc¬ 
curred in 1973 and the impact 
of these rises will carry over 
into consumer prices in 1974, 
the report said. 

Price increases during 1973 
were food 31 per cent, fibres 71 
per cent and metals 86 per 
cent. 


The review said wages, 
salaries and supplementary 
labor income took 70 per cent 


of net national income in 1973 
compared with 72.2 per cent in 
1972 and 72.9 per cent in 1971.

Tragedy 
for all 


The Hearst Tragedy — that’s what the media has called it. 
And it's a tragedy without a doubt. But not just for the Hearst 
family. 

Take the fact that the political thinking of most young 
people turns left in their teens and then usually takes a gradual 
slide to the right as the person ages. It’s a pity Miss Hearst 
wasn’t able to make up her mind in the normal non-violent way. 

Another thing about Miss Hearst — Patricia was a pig but 
Tania is a heroine to dissatisfied youth. Or put it another way: 
You can get an argument going over whether to call her Patricia 
or Tania but who remembers the two wounded passersby at the 
bank? 

The public’s ability to wipe out the thoughts of those two 
men while continuing to feel keenly for the Hearsts — parents 
and daughter — leaves a feeling of sorrow roughtly equal to that 
caused by consideration of the Symbionese Liberation Army. 

The only thing everyone will agree has been liberated by the 
army is $10,960 taken from that San Francisco bank. Was the 
money taken for army’s stomachs or its ideals? Or was it for the 
publicity? 

The cameras were left on by this crime-wise army and the 
leaders shouted that Miss Hearst was there. Doubtless the 
money was nice, but the TV and front page coverage was so 
much sweeter. 

Nancy Ling Perry. Donald DeFreeze and their friends were 
caught in the act as blatantly was was Jack Ruby in Dallas in 
1963. But they and Miss Hearst remain unarrested. 

Why? Because daddy is Randolph Hearst? Surely the FBI 
and other law enforcement agencies know by now where the 
army is holed up. It is inconceivable that the national spotlight 
has not seen through their cover: if it has not, the only reason is 
monumental incompetence. 

How about this for a tragedy? Imagine you’re doing time for 
bank robbery or thinking about hitting one. You and thousands 
like you are not planning the holdup so much as working out how 
you will organize your liberation army.

LOS ANGELES — Bert Kreisberg, 50, sold more than $100 
million in life insurance last year and California state in¬ 
vestigators think they know how he did it. They claim he gave 
policies away. 

The policyholders benefitted, investigators say. by getting 
free life insurance. And Kreisberg benefitted by collecting 
commissions and borrowing rights. 

The state claims this violates insurance code rules which do 
not allow rebates and urges Kreisberg's licence be revoked. An 
insurance department hearing has been ordered. 

Here’s how Kreisberg's scheme worked: 

Kreisberg offered to pay the premiums in return for the 
policy's cash value rights. This would give him collateral for 
loans which, combined with large first-year commissions and 
expenses, gave him 140 per cent of the amount due the company 
in the first year of the policy. 

In the case of a policy requiring $ 100,000 in premiums to be 
paid to the company the first year, Kreisberg could collect 
$55,000 in commissions. $19,250 in expenses and borrow up to 
$65,000 for a total of $139,250. After paying the premiums, he 
would have a profit of $39,250. 

Kreisberg was an agent for Aetna Life and Casualty Co. of 
Hartford. The firm has terminated its contract with Kreisberg.

Two students 
called 'scabs' 


f NANAIMO — Nanaimo, 
Duncan and District Labor 
Council has labelled two 
Malaspina College students as 
“scabs” after their part in a 
telephone labor dispute. 

A council statement 
deplores the use of students to 
do telephone repair work 
during a five-day wildcat 
strike among B. C. Telephone 
Co. workers which ended 
Saturday 

“The scab label was pinned 
on the students after the 
telephone workers and labor 
council learned they had 
worked during the strike,” 
explained Ron Jeeves, a 
representative of Federation 
of Telephone Workers., Local 
3. 

The company claims the 
students were hired under a 
clause in the union contract 
which allows the hiring of 


part-time workers to replace 
vacationing regular staff. 

But a council statement said 
“this action of scabbing 
cannot be tolerated by the 
labor movement in this area. 

“The council protests in the 
strongest possible way the use 
of scab labor while the 
Federation of Telephone 
Workers were out on the street 
protesting the use* of tem¬ 
porary non-union employees 
doing journeyman craft jobs 
at half pay.” 

Jeeves said the wildcat 
strike began after the union's 
provincial executive decided 
not to take strike action over 
the issue. He added the 
presence of the students on 
repair jobs will cause further 
trouble if their activity is not 
restricted to work such as 
washing trucks and treating 
telephone poles.

McGeer steers 
the cheers 
for car power 

A Liberal MLA came to the defence of the private 
automobile this week, calling the government's rapid 
transit plans "a streetcar named disaster." 

Pat McGeer (L—Vancouver-Point Grey) said cars 
provide individual rapid transit and the government 
should realize B.C. citizens will continue to use cars "for 
some time to come.” 

Cable cars and trolley buses will cause more pollution 
in overhead wires and street tracks than automobiles ever 
will, said McGeer. 

"I don't want to go back to the bad old days o! street 
cars in Vancouver," he said. "They’re noisy, they’re 
inconvenient and they are slow.” 

People don’t use buses because they are too in¬ 
convenient, he said, and history has proved that subways 
are a financial disaster in cities the size of Vancouver. 

"I think the automobile has been under-rated and 
berated," he said. 

"People want the other guy to use less convenient 
types of transportation,” he said, but nobody is willing to 
give up his own car. 

Municipal Affairs Minister James Lorimer pointed 
out that many people don’t have the choice of taking a car 
and need rapid transit.

Trustees cool on report 


DUNCAN - A special 
report made by the B.C. 
Teachers’ Federation at (he 
request of Cowichan District 
Teachers’ Association is being 
viewed with mixed reaction 
by members of Cowichan 
School Board. 

Following a two and half 
hours discussion between 
commission members and the 
board, Trustee David 
Haywood suggested that the 
commission withdraw the 
report "and do it properly." 

Although BCTF staff 
member Jim Caimie 
regretted Haywood’s with¬ 
drawal request, he agreed 
with the trustee’s recom¬ 
mendation that the 
educational situation in 
Cowichan School District 
should be studied by a com¬ 
mittee consisting of the three 
commission members, three 
local teachers and three board 
members. 

The three BCTF com¬ 
mission members are 
teachers who last February 
spent three and a half days in 
this district. Besides visiting 
various schools and talking to 
teaching staff and ad¬ 
ministration representatives, 
they received 35 briefs. 

The commission members, 
Bill Melville, Wes Knapp and 
Mrs. Kay McKinnon, found 
that parts of the system are 
substandard and badly in need 
of immediate attention. 
Caimie told the board that the 
report was not intended to 
place blame but to upgrade 
school facilities and improve 
communication between the 
teaching staff and the ad¬ 
ministration. 

Trustee David Bradbury 
noted that many of the faults 
noted by the commission are<” 
common to other school 
districts in the province. 

Chairman Dr. t John Philp 


said all information in the 
report will be taken "ad¬ 
visedly" by the board and that 
at this point a collective 
response by the board could 
not be given. 

The chairman said the line 
of communication is open and 
always has been open and he 
would like to see a more 
positive response from the 
teachers.

Oak Bay Recreation Com¬ 
mission will be asked next 
Wednesday to recon^rmMd''^ 
how a private tenniscraVcan 
be allowed to install a bubble 
over three municipal courts 
at Henderson Park. 

The parks and recreation 
committee agreed this week 
that, if allowed, taxpayers 
would benefit. 

The bubble would be in¬ 
stalled from Oct. 1 to March 31 
so that players could use the 
courts during the winter. 

The request is one of two 
considered by the committee 
this week and is made by the 
Vancouver Island Tennis 
Association. 

The second, made by ar¬ 
chitects Orme and Levenson 
on behalf of client Cy 
Rosenfield, was rejected. It 
would have allowed the in¬ 
stallation of four new indoor 
courts, including a bubble, a 
clubhouse and parking for 25 
cars on lMi or two acres near 
Henderson Park Recreation 
Centre. The land would have 
been leased for 10 years at 
$ 10,000 a year. 

Advocating the club's 
proposal in preference, 
Russell reported club 
representative Tony Simnett 
told him the club would offer 
lessons and the courts for 
public use at a fee of $4 per 
court per hour between 8a.m. 
and 6 p.m. The fee would be $5 
per court per hour between 6 
p.m. and midnight.

Down at Laurel Point in Victoria’s Inner Harbor a 
commercial landmark is being pulled down brick by 
brick, board by board, and a slice of the city’s business 
history is passing quietly with it.

Forgotten amid the debris of demolition are the 
people and events which first breathed life into the plant 
68 years ago — a story which reaches back into the last 
century, touches the goldfields in the Cariboo and Nevada 
and includes soap as well as paint. 

It’s the story of the Pendray family over three 
generations. 

W. J. Pendray, prospector, whose good fortune in 
Nevada and later the Cariboo launched his business 
successes, joined with a clothier named W. J. Jeffree to 
open a soap plant on Humboldt Street in 1875. 

At one point, that business was producing 18,000 
pounds of soap daily. The ‘‘White Swan” brand scrubbed a 
lot of people clean before the family’s paints began 
freshening buildings. 

In 1899 Pendray branched out, buying the Canada 
Paint Company plant, but he kept the soap business for 
another 14 years before selling it. 

In 1904 Carl Pendray took over as general manager 
and two years later the new paint plant at Laurel Point 
was in full operation. 

Then, in 1913, W. J. Pendray was killed instantly when

his factory water tower crashed without warning. Carl 
and a brother, Herbert, carried on the business with W. 

Allan Pendray becoming general manager in 1951. 

The Bapco plant at Laurel Point was at one time the

Francisco, with retail outlets reaching across the west to 
Regina and Saskatoon. The whole operation employed 
over 400 men and women.

Grants boost UVic research 


Almost $1 million in federal 
government grants for 
scientific research and 
scholarship has been given to 
University of Victoria for the 
next academic year. 

Dean of Academic affairs 
I)r. John Dewey said this 
week the bulk of grants, from 
the National Research Council 
and Atomic Energy Control 
Board, will support faculty 
research. 

Faculty funds managed by 
the university for equipment 
purchases, operating costs 


and travel associated with 
research amount to $787,000, 
and $170,000, including $33,000 
from the Canada Council, will 
support research and 
scholarship of students. 

About $428,000 will support 
80 faculty research projects 
and $301,000 will go to the 
physics department from the 
Atomic Energy Control 
Board. The department of 
biology received an additional 
$36,000 from the Medical 
Research Council to support 
special research. 


Dewey said NRC grants to 
physics will support research 
in astronomy and 
astrophysics, geophysics, 
nuclear studies, physics of 
fluids and theoretical physics. 

Five students received a 
total of $20,250 in NRC 
postgraduate scholarships 
each worth $4,050 over 12 
months of study and six others 


received $24,300. The money 
covers the first or second year 
of work toward post graduate 
studies. Seven others received 
renewals of scholarships 
totalling $28,000 to continue 
studies at the doctorate level. 

Description of individual 
projects to be undertaken will 
be released by UVic officials 
soon. 


Council hiking pay 


Saanich aldermen are going 
for a salary hike this year, 
choosing to come into the open 
on the first night of their 
annual series of budget¬ 
trimming sessions. 

A resolution to amend the 
indemnity bylaw as in¬ 
troduced by Aid. Fred 
Severson and approved by a 
majority Aldermen Leslie 
Passmore, Mel Couvelier and 
Joe Bourque spoke against the 
motion. 

The resolution recommends’ 
the mayor’s salary be raised 
$4,000 from $11,000 to $15,000 a 
year, and for aldermen the 
figure would rise from $3,500 
to $4,800. 

Severson said the Saanich 
indemnities are below the 
B.C. average, and in fact 
would remain lower even w ith 
the increase. 


"1 think our aldermen work 
just as hard as those in 
smaller municipalities where 
the indemnities are higher," 
he said. 


Passmore said hldermen 
should make their position on 
salaries known at election 
time in fairness to the elec¬ 
torate.

Land hunger fuse lit? 


Land claims by B.C.’s 55,000 
status Indians will explode in 
racial violence within two 
years, unless the provincial 
government takes the Indian 
demands seriously. 

This warning came Tuesday 
from Jim Stelkia, chief of 
Osoyoos Indian band in 
Oliver, B.C. 

Stelkia predicted that 
continued resistance by the 
provincial government to 
negotiations involving Indian 
lan d claims throughout B.C. 


will inevitably lead- to con¬ 
frontations similar to 
Wounded Knee. 

Stelkia said young Indians 
were getting militant and 
impatient. They dmanded 
answers from the provincial 
government. 

The controversy is over 
36,000 acres of land in various 
parts of B.C. which were cut 
off from reserve land several 
decades ago. The Indians are 
trying to regain the so-called 
cutoff lands through 


negotiations with the 
provincial government. They 
claim the province has shown 
no willingness to begin 
negotiations. 

To publicize their demands, 
representatives from 160 
Indian bands decided at the 
sixth annual conference of the 
Union of B.C. Chiefs last week 
in Vancouver to hold a day¬ 
long blockade this month of all 
roads through Indian reser¬ 
ves. 


Stelkia said this would only 
be the beginning. Talks had 
already begun with ex¬ 
perienced militants from the 
U.S. who organized the 
Wounded Knee occupation. 

The provincial government 
remains silent about the In¬ 
dian claims. Premier Barrett 
took as notice a question in the 
legislature this week regar¬ 
ding the cutoff land claims. 

Asked what the government 
intends to do about the 
blockade announced by the 


Indians, Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald said in an 
interview, “No comment." 

Philip Paul, of Saanich, 
research director of land 
claims for the Union of B.C. 
Indian Chiefs, said in an in¬ 
terview, "We have received 
no co-operation whatsoever 
from the government." 

Attempts to locate im¬ 
portant documents and maps 
in the provincial archives, he 
said, were frustrated by the 
government. 


’Accidental' ministers defended 

Barrett lobs at 'snob' 


Gym teachers, snobs and 
silver forks figured in a 
legislative squabble this week 
which began with an attack on 
former Social Credit 
municipal affairs minister 
Dan Campbell. 

Pat McGeer (L— 
Vancouver-PointGrey) began 
the debate with an argument 
that municipal affairs 
ministers acquire their job 
“almost by accident." 


“Like as not he’s a person 
who never came from a city," 
he said. 

“We had a gymnasium 
teacher from Campbell River 
(Dan Campbell) making these 
kinds of decisions for years 
and years," he added. 

"You’re a snob," Premier 
Barrett shouted indignantly 
across the floor as Social 
Credit members also mum¬ 
bled their indignation. 


"I’m sorry I interrupted and 
I’ll never interrupt the snob 
again," said the premier. 

Barrett then agreed to with¬ 
draw the remark, adding that 
he apologized to all gym 
teachers in the province for 
McGeer’s “insult.” 

When the house rose for the 
day, McGeer took the floor 
and said he wished to 
apologize to the former 
minister of municipal affairs 
adding he "didn’t want to 
insult him." 


"I would only insult him if 
he were here in the legislative 
assembly to answer,” said 
McGeer. 

Barrett shouted that 
McGeer wasn't apologizing to 
gym teachers and Pat Jordan 
(SC—North Peace River) said 
the Liberal should also 
apologize to grape growers in 
B.C. for his insults about B.C. 
wines. 

", . . they know that he 
carries a silver fork in his 
mouth," he said.

highways Minister Grahan. 
Lea backtracked a little this 
week, denying reports that he 
threatened to neglect high¬ 
ways in southern B.C. 

"It was a facetious 
remark," Lea said, referring 
to a statement he made hin¬ 
ting he would adjust the high¬ 
ways department budget with 
a disparity against southern 
B.C. 

The point Lea said he was 
trying to make at a NDP 
convention in Prince George 
was that his government has 
not lived up to its promise io 
end regional disparities 
against the north. 

He criticized the govern¬ 
ment for its policy of higher 
Autoplan rates in the north 
and said rates should be 
uniform throughout the 
province. 

"What I was saying was 
that it would be as silly to 
permit disparities in Autoplan 
rates as it would to go the 
other way with a disparity 
against southern B.C.," he 
added, saying he didn't mean 
that remark to be construed 
as a threat against southern 
part of B.C. 

“Autoplan rates should be 
the same no matter where you 
will in B.C. though it obviously 
wasn't possible to achieve that 
right away," he said later.

Baker is the man respon¬ 
sible for administering 
provincial regulations in the 
unorganized territory and 
thus for governing sub¬ 
divisions and commercial 
projects. 


Lorimer seeks fairer system 

Grants pinch small centres 


Per capita grants to 
municipalities may not be the 
fairest way to distribute 
revenue, Municipal Affairs 
Minister James Lorimer told 
the legislature this week. 

A study into how a “fairer 
system of grants" could be 
achieved has been undertaken 
by the government, he said, 
but it has not discovered any 
• answers yet. 

The per capita system, 
which now gives 
municipalities $34 per person, 
“appears to be a very fair 
system," he said, but works 
against smaller 
municipalities. 

A swimming pool, for 
example, costs the same in a 


small municipality as in a 
large municipality. sai(t 
Lorimer, but it is much harder 
for a small municipality to 
meet the costs. 

A system has to be worked 
out to help the small com¬ 
munities as well as give 
special assistance to interior 
municipalities which suffer 
from higher costs, he said.

Japan's decision to supply 
B.C. with emergency steel 
shipments was "an act of 
goodwill" towards its major 
raw resource supplier, 
Economic Development 
Minister Gary Lauk said this 
week. 

There were no deals and no 
threats made, Lauk said, 
adding that Japanese firms 
are well aware, however, that 
B.C. supplies 60 per cent of 
Japan's copper concentrates 
and 30 per cent of its coking 
coal. 

Lauk said he spent about six 
hours a day for five days 
negotiating with Japanese 
steel interests to arrange the 
emergency steel shipments. 

"I don’t think people realize 
the tremendous glqbal 
shortage (of steel ) he said, 
adding that India had also 
approached Japan for extra 
supplies to cover a million ton 
shortfall in its steel reserves. 

Japan has 99 per cent of its 
steel supplies committed 
already, he said. 

Japanese industry agreed to 
increase its steel com¬ 


mittments to B.C. by 22 per 
cent over previous 1974 
commitments. 

It also agreed to alleviate 
specific steel shortages which 
the B.C. government 
validated as legitimate needs. 

Lauk said he did not yet 
know what the 22 per cent 
actually amounts to in terms 
of steel but the shortage in 
B.C. during 1974 was 
estimated, prior to the 
Japanese agreement, to be 
about 150,000 tons. 

The minister said the ad¬ 
ditional steel would be sup¬ 
plied to private and govern¬ 
ment concerns through 
regular commercial channels 
and his department would 
only be involved in validating 
specific needs. 

Opposition critics were 
quick to attack Lauk's 
statement to the legislature on 
the extra steel supplies. 

Socred Jim Chabot 
(Columbia River) accused the 
minister of being vague and 
said the agreement could have 
been secured through a phone 


call and did not justify "taking 
that extensive, elaborate trip 
to Japan." 

Liberal leader David An¬ 
derson asked Lauk to table the 
agreement and questioned 
whether B.C. had investigated 
the possibility of meeting its 
shortages through Canadian 
steel producers. 

Lauk said the extra 
Japanese steel was obtained 
at a “substantially lower” 
price than could have been 
acquired from central 
Canada. 

Steel from central Canada is 
meeting the needs of eastern 
North America, he said, and 
B.C. would face high transport 
rates to bring eastern steei to 
the province. 

The minister said steel 
shortages in B.C. exist mainly 
in the construction industry. 

The government will use its 
extra supplies for con¬ 
struction of rail cars and 
ferries, he said.

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ICBC INVESTMENTS WIN 

Cash wheels in 


Short-term investments by 
the Insurance Corporation of 
B.C., made before the 
government-run auto in¬ 
surance scheme went into 
effect March 1, earned 
5422,000 in interest, according 
to the Crown corporation’s 
first annual report. 

The interest income has 
been credited to Autoplan and 
will Jielp “keep auto insurance 
premiuns as low as possible," 
says the report tabled in the 
legislature this week by 
Transport Minister Bob 
Strachan. 

The report covers the 11 
month period from April 18, 
1973 to the end of February, 

1974. 

The report says ICBC will 
invest all of its funds in B.C. 
"wherever feasible." It 
concentrates on short-term 
securities, ranging from 30 to 
120 days, to keep its fund as 
liquid as possible until first- 
year claims demands can be 
accurately determined. 

ICBC’s initial financing was 
obtained through an $18 
million loan from the 
provincial treasury. This 
amount, plus $729,000 in in¬ 
terest, the report says, has 
been repaid. 

At March 1, one million 
vehicle insurance policies 
were in force with a total of 
$133 million in premiums, and 
the report estimates that for 
the fiscal year ending Feb. 28, 

1975, 1.4 million policies will 
have been issued. 

The number of claims, 
which will largely determine 
the net Autoplan income, was 
24,000 during March, the first 
month Autoplan was in 
operation. 

Money paid out by ICBC for 
claims totalled $11.3 million, 
“less than the average 
monthly claims projected for 
the coming fiscal year,” the 
report says. 

In the general insurance 
field, where ICBC is com¬ 
peting with private en¬ 
terprise, more than 10,000 fire, 
liability, burglary, fidelity, 
marine machinery and other 


policies were sold by the 
Crown corporation. 

These operations, however, 
resulted in a net loss of 
$946,000, according to the 
report. 

The report says the major 


reason for this loss was that 
ICBC paid all commissions in 
full while only taking part of 
the premiums earned as in¬ 
come. 

“Premium income is not 
fully earned until expiry of the 


policy period, in many cases 
three years hence,” it said. 

The report predicts that 
next year, ICBC will get a 
bigger share of the general 
insurance market than any of 
its competitors. 


RCMP move rumor 
remains a live one 


If rumors are true that RCMP 
headquarters will be moved to Vancouver 
from Victoria, Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald isn’t doing anything to quash 
them. 

The possible transfer of the province’s 
RCMP head offices to Vancouver was raised 
in an anonymous letter sent this week to 
Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen. 

The letter said Macdonald would 
recommerid such a move to the federal 
government which is responsible for the 
RCMP. 


The move would cause severe hardships 
more than 100 civilian employees working in 
the Victoria RCMP headquarters, the letter 

said. 

Asked about the rumor, Macdonald said 
the matter is up to Ottawa. He added, 
that he wouldn't oppose such a move. 

“It’s a matter of assessing where the 
RCMP can best serve the public in its 
policing function,” said Macdonald. 

He wouldn't say whether he might actively 
support or even request transfer of the 
headquarters to Vancouver.

DUNCAN — City council 
Thursday afternoon passed 
the 1974 budget which totals 
$1,859,935 as against $1,475,450 
in the previous year. 

That means the total mill 
rate this year will be 69.88 
compared with 71.39 last year. 

The 1974 mill rates is made 
up of 29.19 general; 7.39 debt; 
1.24, regional hospital, and 
32.06 school. Last year’s mill 
rates were respectively 31.25, 
5.35, 1.31 and 33.48.

Footloose birds 
worry farmers 


WASHINGTON - Bird 
watchers are bewildered and 
farmers are worried as a 
brightly-colored foot-long bird 
spreads its feeding grounds 
noisily across the U.S. 1 

The monk parakeet has a 
green body and tail and yellow 
belly topped with a gray face, 
neck and throat faintly 
reminiscent of a monk’s cowl. 
It travels in flocks searching 
for ripe grain and fruit. 

It strips fields and orchards 
and damages trees by ripping 
off twigs to build communal 
nests which may be 30 feet 
long and 15 feet high, housing 
30 parakeets. 

The birds normally live in 
iropical and sub-tropical 
..reas, and have long been 
aplague to farmers in 
Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil, 
Paraguay and Uraguay. 
About 50,000 have been 
brought to the U.S. since 1968 
as pets, and many have 
escaped 

When 50 or more of the birds 
flew from a shattered crate at 
Kennedy International Air¬ 
port a few years ago and 
settled on Long Island, of¬ 
ficials thought the birds would 
not survive the winter. 

But monk parakeets, while 
mainly tropical, also live in 
the chilly Andean foothills, 
and adapted, to North 
American winters. They laid 
their eggs at first in 
November — a spring month 
south of the equator. The 
yound did not survive, but the 
birds adapted to the local 
seasons and the numbers are 
now growing. 

They have been spotted in 
most states from Maine to 
North Dakota and Florida to 
Texas, and the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior has 
warned that “if this species

WALLACE'S CALL TO DOCTORS 

'Join the World' 


Provincial Conservative 
I leader Scott Wallace has 
called on all doctors to 
recognize the “great big world 
I beyond the waiting room 
05”. ,and hrniM a^volv 
[ involved in public affairs. 

Wallace, addressing a 
| dinner meeting of general 
practioners at the Empress, 
urged a return to the days 
when doctors were regarded 
as “pillars of the com¬ 
munity,” not only because of 
their care of the sick but 
because of their involvement 
in local community activities. 

He urged the GPs to take 
their stand against the 
depersonalizing and 
dehumanizing forces 
threatening humanity despite 
their “suspicion” of 
Watergate-era politics and 
politicians and the demands of 


increasingly complex medical 
technology. 

Wallace asked the doctors 
whether they were doing 
enough by simply tackling the 
^consequence^*/ of modern 
auIomatedjjMfy rather than 
tackling_4fie*social problems 
and causifc at their political 
roots. 

He spoke of the losing battle 
the average individual is 
fighting against a 
dehumanized system and of 
governments always trying to 
gain more control but seldom 
repealing outmoded 
regulations. 

The casualties of this battle, 
said Wallace, often ended up 
in doctors' waiting rooms. 
And the doctor, in his turn, 
should try to turn his attention 
beyond the waiting room door 
and into the “great big 
world.”

This year Saanich had a 15.7 
per cent increase in taxable 
assessment, accounted for by 
Assessment Equalization Act 
changes and growth of 
municipal improvements dde 
to new housing.

An item which Broughton 
did not include in the budget 
was approximately $70,700 for 
the Saanich share of Royal 
Theatre acquisition which he 
recommends be taken from 
the land sales reserve fund. 


The ‘‘contemptible in¬ 
difference’’ of union people 
towards striking telephone 
workers is ruining the impact 
of a 15-month-old battle for a 
new contract, says the Status 
of Women Action Group. 

And I nternationa I 
Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers business agent Jim 
MeAvoy agrees, at least in 
part. 

Twenty-two IBEW mem¬ 
bers, operators at Telephone 
Answering Service Company, 
727 Johnson Street, struck the 
plant in January. 1973, in an 
effort to gain, among other 
things, 75 cents an hour above 
the minimum wage, the usual 
starting Tate for senior 
operators. 

Picket lines have been 
maintained, but as strikers 
found work elsewhere, the 
lines dwindled to mornings 
only. 

Only four of the strikers are 
left. Most of them went to 
work fora new rival non-union 
company, set up with the 
assistance of the union. 

Telrad, a subsidiary of Ball 
and Shemilt Electronics Ltd., 
West Burnside, is, according 
to MeAvoy, a fair contractor. 

To date the union has paid 
out more than $31,000 in strike 
relief payments, but SWAG 
charges that many trade 
unionists see that payment as 
the sun total of the picket's 
needs. 

“The few pickets left have 
an abysmally low opinion of 
their fellow unionists for the 
simple reason that they’ve 
been shamed day after day for 
over 15 months by people 
passing through their ranks 
with shoddy excuses like, 
“I’m only going in for a cup of 


coffee,” said SWAG president 
Norrie Preston. 

"Contemptible indifference 
to their picket line is ruinous 
to people who’ve put their 
livelihood on the line for what 
they earnestly believe is a just 
cause, in legitimate 
negotiations for a fair wage 
and working conditions from 
an employer able to meet 
those conditions.”

60 per cent of the B.C. mining industry is Canadian 
owned. That 60 per cent is made up of thousands of 
Canadians from all walks of life - people who had the 
courage tp invest their money in a high-risk venture. 
Their investment has built mining in B.C. and created 
thousands of jobs for British Columbians. That’s why 
the major benefits of mining in B.C. are enjoyed by 
people who live and work in this province. 

“Our minerals are in danger of running out” 

The truth is that B.C.’s mineral potential has been 
barely scratched. The reason for this lies not only in 
the vastness of our province... but in the new mining 
techniques that allow lower and lower grades of ore 
to be mined, thus increasing our potential 
tremendously. Bill 31 would actually cause our mineral 
reserves to shrink - first, because it would raise taxes 
and royalties so greatly that only higher grades 
could be mined at any kind of profit. 

Lower grades would simply be left in the ground or 
discarded. But even worse, Bill 31 would make the 
development of new minesites totally uneconomic - in 
fear of this legislation, exploration has already 
been drastically reduced and jobs are disappearing. 
B.C.’s mineral reserves have an immense value to this 
province - if they are mined. But we don’t have a 
monopoly on any of these minerals. If this government 
passes legislation which restricts and cripples mining, 
exploration money will simply go to areas outside 
of B.C. - and once it goes, jobs, payrolls and 
taxes also go. 

If you think mining - and the people who work in 
mining - have a right to survive, write your MLA today 
and ask him to work for the repeal of Bill 31.
